THE ENGLISH AND FRENCH HOLIDAY BOOK TRADE. 


As many of our readers have, perchance, no accurate acquaintance with 
the extent of the book trade in the two great publishing countries of England 
and Franc2,* we have taken the opportunity afforded by the receipt of our 
French and English book-papers for the Holidays, to make an analysis which 
may, perhaps, be of interest. It would, of course, not be proper or just to 
bring the present condition of our book trade into any comparative consid- 
eration; but we may with propriety recall the time, now some six years 

t, when England and France were engaged in a foreign war, that one of 
the leading literary journals of the former country could say : 


‘*In the paralysis of home literature produced by the war, we receive our 
most abundant supply from America. Our own publishers prudently refrain from 
appealing to a public too much impoverished, and having thoughts too fardivert- 
ed, to listen to appeals of authorship in Englund. America, more fortunate, con- 
tinues in its great career of civilization, in which we have made so sndden a 
stand-still, with a future of the retrogression, and is rapidly passing us in the 
race. Tho books that come to us from the United States manifest a continuous 
improvement. Every successive importation introduces the English reader to 
new works in history, fiction and poetry, which eclipse the modern producticns 
of our own authors, excepting only some few of the greatest of them.” 


The Publishers’ Circular, with which our readers are already familiar, is 
an 8vo., published semi-monthly, and averaging throughout the year about 
50 pages, of which nine-tenths are devoted to advertisements. ‘The Christ- 
mas number, December 6th, 1861, is of 120 pages, of which 110 are adver- 
tisements, 44 being illustrated, and handsomely printed on toned paper. The 
number of book-titles is 169, all given in full. 

The Bookseller ; a Hand-Book of British and Foreign Literature, which four 
years since succeeded Bent’s Literary Advertiser, is also an 8vo., published 
monthly. The Holiday number, November 30, now before us, consists of 204 
pages, of which 161 contain advertisements, 48 being illustrated, and printed 
on beautiful toned paper ; 4 of the latter are contributed by Paris publishers. 
There are 36 pages of book notices, 19 being handsomely illustrated. Six 
pages are devoted to the book list, each title being restricted to one line, and 
one page to Literary Gossip. Of the 173 advertisers, 13 are from Edinburgh, 
3 from Glasgow, 4 from Manchester, and others from smaller places. Of for- 
eign advertisers there are 10—from Paris 9, and from Stuttgart one. Ten ofthe 
advertisers have 2 pages, five 3, twe 4, two 5, and one 10. The whole num- 
ber given in the list of the * Principal English Publications for the month 
ending November 30,” is 486, including about 100 new editions. Of the 
whole, about 35 per cent. are priced at 2s, and under; between 5s. and 2s., 
about 36 per cent.; these are the low-priced books. ‘The more expensive 
class, up to £1, inclusive, represent about 23 per cent., and those above that 
mark about 6 per cent. And yet, with so large a list of books published, and 
such a multitude of advertisements, the editors feel compelled to make an 
apology for their shortcomings : 

* Although, on this occasion, we cannot bring so many beautiful books before 
the notice of our readers as we have becn accustomed to do in past years, we think 
that even the most fustidious may yet find something to suit their tustes among 
those that are here presented. We may, at starting, premise thet the fratricidul 
war now raging in America has been the principal resson why English publishers 
have failed to provide so many gift books as usual, This war has not only closed 
the door of sale in America, but has also affected British manufacturers very 
largely, and thus restricted the home trade.”

8vo., and contains eleven hundred titles of books of every class, suitable tor 
holiday gifts, from the * Trésor des Alphabets,” to the ‘* Vie Politique et Militaire 
de Napoleon,” at 100 franes. Fully one-third of this large number of books 
are juveniles, and a great many are standard works of French literature, in 
rich bindings. Jn the list of Firmin Didot Freres we observe a new edition, 
with the illustrations in fuc-simile of Cesare Veecellio’s “ Ancient and Modern 
Yostumes,” price 48 franes. L. Hachette & Co. contribute a splendid edition 
of Dante’s “ Hell,” with seventy-six illustrations by Gustave Doré. The 
same illustrations are published separately, with the Italian text and with 4 
French translation. A. Morel & Co, publish ‘t Les Trésors Sacrés de Cologne,” 
a series of drawings from various objects of art in that city, at 50 franes. A 
large proportion of the handsomer works have reference to the history of 
France, and many of the juveniles touch upon natural science, in the endeavor 
| to combine instruction with amusement. While the bulk of those whose 
lists appear in this catalogue are of course the publishers of Paris, it also con- 
tains lists from publishers at Tournay, Lille, Stuttgart, Brussels, and one from 
Wolff at St. Petersburg.

In Literature, Science, and Art.—Mr. Philip James Bailey, the deservedly

Montpelier. 

In Geography and Travel we have an Account of Rambles, by Mr. J. O. Hal- 
Weliwell, the well-known Shaksperian scholar, in Western Cornwall, with Notes on

It is very handsomely printed, and contains two 
beautiful engravings. 


We have received the “‘ Catalogue of the Library of the Young Men's Asso- 
ciation of the City of Milwaukee.” This Association, which was incorporated. 
in March, 1852, has a very creditable collection of nearly 5,000 volumes. 


Cartton & Porter have just issued the third and concluding volume of 
“ The History of the Religious Movement of the Eighteenth Century, called Meth- 
odism, considered in its Different Denominational Forms, and its Relations to 
British and American Protestantism,” by Abel Stevens, LL.D. The present 
volume includes the period between the death of Wesley, 1791, to the Cen 
tenary Jubilee of Methodism, 1839. 

They also publish a number of very pretty juveniles, all of them illus 
trated. “ The Sweet Story of Old,” a charming little book, with a number of 
pretty pictures, is printed with large type and very neatly bound, Besides 
this, there are three little libraries, respectively entitled “ Aunt Alice's,” of 10 
volumes; ‘“* Cousin Anna's,” of 8; and “ Auntie Ray's,” of 10.

We have also to acknowledge the receipt, through 
the same house, of a package of “* Books for Children, beautifully illustrated,” 
and another, “ Robin Ranger's Budget of Tracts fer Children,” containing 52, 
and “ The Sunday-school Almanac,” published by the “Sunday school Union.” 


Crossy & Nicnors publish an elegant volume under the title of “ Jewels 
from the Quarry of the Mind ; Pearls Gathered from the Shores of Life; Buds 
and Blossoms that make Glad the Garden of the Heart ; Chimes that Ring out 
Sweet Melodies, and find an Echo in the Chambers of the Soul,” edited by J. H.
